You know for years w e've been 


trumpeting, in minor key, 
that the 


next 25 years will see the survival of 
only those small towns that prove 
the 
fittest, 
or 
geographically, 
the 
luckiest. When we say survive, we're 


talking about survival as an econo­ 


mic entity. 


We see no reason to change this 
viewpoint. Nearly every small town 


in the Ll. S., if it ii of any age, was 
founded primarily to serve farmers 


and ranchers. The exodus of people 
off the farms is continuing. 
Small 
towns find themselves with fewer 


and fewer potential customers. 


Yet 
w e 
believe 
that 
recent 
developments are 
tending 
to en­ 
hance the outlook of those small 


towns that w iil struggle to grow or 
that are geographically lucky. 


Most of our big cities are in a 
helluva shape. 
Generally speaking, 
most small towns 
are 
in better 
shape financially than are the major 
municipalities. W e recall that Mayor 


Lindsey of New York was quoted as 
saying some time ago that it would 
take $50 billion in the next IO years 


to make New York "livable and ex­ 
citing." 


He did not put a price tag on 
just making it livable. 


The big cities a r e faced with 
problems of riot and lawlessness un­ 
known to a small town like Pleasan­ 


ton. Smog is a real problem that, of 
course, goes beyond city 
limits. It 
isn t a problem in Pleasanton. 


A survey made some time ago 
indicated that more than 50 percent 


of the persons polled if they had a 
choice, would prefer to live in a small 


town. 


The big city woes actually may 


work to the advantage of the small 
town, which 
is 
where our interest 


lies, although we are certainly aware 
that some of the problems in the 


big cities are going to have to be 
solved because they affect all of us. 


But the outlook 
for the small 
town ~— those who'll fight to survive 
and those who are geographically 
lucky — is better today than it was 


five years ago. 


W e think 
Pleasanton 
is geo­ 


graphically lucky. W e hope we prove 


fit enough to struggle to survive.

of the IO new Texas 
T r a v e l 
Trails unveiled by 
Governor 
Connally in January. It is the 
first trail to be officially open­ 
ed and dedicated. 
He pointed out that

trails program would 
promote 
Texas tourism by guiding tra­ 
velers to the scenic, historic 
and recreational areas of the 
state. 
The West Texas trail pass­ 
es most of the 19 m o untain 
ranges and 90 miles of

Motorists w ill first drive to 


The following morning par­ 
ticipants w ill drive from El Pa­ 
so to El Capitan, guarding the 
southern border of the 
new 
Guadalupe Mountains National 
Park. Neal Guse, 
superinten­ 
dent of Carlsbad Caverns 
Na­ 
tional Park w ill meet with the 
caravan for a discussion of In­ 
terior Department projects aim­ 
ed at developing the G u a d a - 
lupes. 
The afternoon drive 
w i l l 
swing through Kent, the 
Davis 
Mountains Scenic Loop and on 
to the state park. Stops will be 
made at McDonald Observatory 
and the Fort Davis 
National 
Historic Site.
